MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 


The following matters came up in the course of a telephone 
conversation today between the DCI and me: 

1. It was agreed to accede to Ambassador Taylor's personal 
request to the DCI concerning a matter of Station personnel in Saigon. 
(Appropriate action has been taken. )

in SVN should be withdrawn because of the fact that a special 
National Estimate on this subject is being prepared for USIB con- 
sideration, and we agreed that USIB would meet at 10:00 a.m. 
next Tuesday to conside r the SNIE. (The DD/I a nd OCI were 

informed of our concern and the issue 

was withdrawn for correction. The special USIB meeting for Tuesday 
has been arranged. ) 

3. I informed the DCI of my meeting this morning with Generals 
McConnell and LeMay and told him of my view that it would be useful 
to set up a series of executive sessions involving the Joint Chiefs and 
the DCI. 

4. The DCI called my attention to the New York Herald Tribune 
article by Barnard Collier on the latter's interview of Castro. The 
DCI wants a solid and detailed appraisal of the Collier story as a 
part of a full-dress review of the Agency's Cuban operations. The 
DCI pointed out that the Collier interview indicates quite clearly that 

our operations have been deeply penetrated. *• v** A

not the Agency's responsibility; nevertheless, he wants to devote 
some thought to alternate courses of actions including a full spectrum
